in 1963 has been passed on to 
consumers in the form of lower 
retail .prices of beef. 


Figures supplied by the report 


showed that prices of chocie 
grade slaughter steers sold at 
Kansas City, a representative 
livestock market, a v e r a g e d 
$24.44 a hundred pounds during 
the first five months of 1963. 


During the like period this 


year, the average price was 
$21.46, or 12 per cent less than 
a year earlier.. 
" 


By comparison, retail prices 


of choice grade beef averaged 
82.5 
cents a pound during the 


first five months of last year, 
but 77.6 cents in the like period 
this year. This represented a 
decline of 5.9 per cent in the re- 
tail prices.

Some farm groups have com- 


plained that the full effect on 
the cattle price decline had not 
been passed along to consumers. 
These complaints played a role 
in action of Congress, recom- 
mended by the administration, 
that a commission be created to 
study farm and food prices and 
other factors in the problem of 
relatively low farm income. 


Department officials said in- 


formation used in preparing to- 
day's report undoubtedly will be 
supplied the food study commis- 
sion when it starts it's work 
later in the year .

Dollar Loss

NEW YORK (AP) Ameri- 


cans may get slightly higher re- 
turns on the money they leha 
for short periods, thanks to Eu- 
rope's growing inflation and 
trade problems. 


The.U.S. Treasury is moving 


to keep short-term interest rates 
high, although the domestic de- 
mand hasn't been growing. It 
wants to ward off any increase 
in the loss of dollars to overseas 
money markets where yields 
have been rising; 


The trick is to manipulate the 


money market here so that any 
idle dollars can be kept content- 
edly at work — unless the Euro- 
pean rates take another big 
jump. The U.S. Treasury makes 
it nlain it hopes they won't. 


The domestic market will be 


protected against such a threat 
by swelling the supply of short- 
tertn 
government ; securities. 


Next Monday the Treasury will 
offer $4 billion of 18-month, 3% 
per cent notes.

WASHINGTON (AP) - You 


toon't know for years, at least, 
how much income your senator 
may have in addition to his sal- 
ary or where he got it, unless 
he volunteers the information. 


He's going to keep his outside 


financial .interests, if any, to 
himself. / 
, Hint's, the long and short of 
what happened this week when 
senators were confronted with 
various proposals that they re- 
veal their, income for public 
scrutiny.. 


Instead, ,the Senate supported 


an idea 
of Sen. Everett M. 


Dirksen, 
Senate 
Republican 


leader and long-time foe of ef- 
forts: to make the Senate do 
unto itself what it does to 
others: disclose outside income. 


The Dirksen idea calls for a 


commission to make a two-year 
study of the whole question of 
morals-among employes of gov- 
ernment in all its branches. But 


the Senate still wouldn't have 
to do anything about itself, no 
matter what the commission 
recommended. 


Years ago Congress passed, 


and later tightened, a law to 
prevent 
conflict 
of interest 


atttong employes of the execu- 
tive branch of government, such 
conflict meaning the mixing of 
a government job with personal 
outside again. 


For example: men appointed 


to high position by the president 
must get rid of stock they hold 
in companies dealing with the 
government. But this does not 
apply to members of Congress 
or its employes. 


Congress has been urged to 


take action about itself for more 
than a dozen years by some lib- 
eral senators like Paul Douglas 
of Illinois and Joseph S. Clark 
of 
Pennsylvania, 
Democrats 


and Clifford P. Case. New Jer- 
sey Republican. 


In 1951 Douglas headed a com- 


mittee which proposed that Con- 
gress set up a commission on 
ethics in government and that 
all members of Congress and 
government employes 
making 


above a fixed sum in salary be 
compelled to disclose their in- 
come, assets, and all dealings in 


securities and commodities. 
! 


Congress brushed it off. tlte 


whole question got new life last 
year in the Senate's embarrass- 
ment of Bobby Baker, who had 
been secretary of th e Demo- 
cratic majority in the Senate 
for years. He quit his job last 
Oct. 7. 


This was when it became 


known he had wide-ranging in- 
terests and deals while working 
for (he Senate. The Senate then 
authorized its Rules Committee 
to investigate to see whether 
Baker's outside activities had 
conflicted 
with 
his 
official 


duties. 


j 
The Senate additionally 
au- 


thorized investigation into the fi- 
nancial or busines sinterests or 
activities of any officer or em- 
ploye of the Senate but—the 
Senate didn't authorize an in- 
vestigation of any senator who 
might have been mixed up with 
Baker. 


The Rules Committee dis- 


closed that while Baker's Sen- 
ate majority pay was $19,600 a 
year he had accumulated a busi- 
ness fortune of $447,849. He re- 
fused to testify and thus avoided 
answering any questions. 


In it final report July 9 the 


committee accused Baker of

Epidemic of 
Measles Is 
on the Wane

ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) - The 


stiperepidemic of German mea- 
sies which spread gradually 
South this spring 
from 
New 


England and then fanned out 
across the Rockies, is on the 
wane. 


And doctors at the Communi- 


cable Disease Center expect few 
abnormal births from pregnant 
mothers who have had German 
measles.

actually were taken ill during 
the epidemic. 


i "There have probably been 
three to four times as many 
c&ses of German measles whid 
were never reported," Millar 
said. 


"We get patterns and trends 


but never 100 per cent reported 
esses as we do say, in polio. 


"German measles, or rubella, 


rcpur every year as an epidem- 
ic in some localities. But this 
year it's been a superepidcmic 
a m a s s i v e , sweeping one, 


I spreading slowly but patterned 
almost like an influenza epidem- 
ic " 


Millar 
said nationwide epi- 


demics usually occur about ev- 
very five to six years. The 
last major one occured about 
eight years ago. 


A rise in. reported cases was 


first noted in the Ncrtheast with 
a spread down the Eastern sea- 
board and on to the West Coast. 
However, the West. Coast re; 
ported only the usual incidence 
of rubella. 


The peak was reached in 


April and May. 


"We've not been notified of 


any death," said Millar, "but 
there are bound to have been 
some." 


Millar cautioned that a preg- 


nant woman who dees contract 
German measles should contact 
her doctor immediately. Heart. 
hearing and cataract malforma- 
tions are the main defects thai 
might occur in babies. 


There is no vaccine at present 


for German measles—an J the 
center is not researching vac- 


cines. 


"Research is going on else- 


where, however," Millar said.

World Court 
Business 
Still Slow

(AP)—The International Court 
of Justice, popularly known as 
the World Court, continues to 
find business slow after 18 years 
of operation. 


This tribunal, located in The 


Hague, is the Judicial arm of Ihe 
United Nations. It has never 
been used to the extent that the 
framers of the U.N. charter 
hoped. There have been numer- 
ous periods when it had nothing 
to do. 
, . . 


The court has 
handled 21 


"contentious" cases and 12 ad- 
visory opinions. Fourteen other 
cases were brought to the court 
but were dropped either be- 
cause they were settled or be- 
cause one parly refused to ac- 
cept the court's jurisdiction. 


The tribunal got. off to such 


slow start that the U.N. General 
Assembly as early as 1917 ap- 
pealed to member nations and 
the U.N. specialized agencies to 
take their disputes to the court 
instead of trying to settle them 
' elsewhere. 


The appeal had no visible re- 


sults. 


Only some '30 countries (have 


bound themselves 
to accept 


'compulsory jurisdiction of the 


court. These do not include the 
United States or any of the 
Communist countries. Decisions 
are not bidding unless the par- 
ties to disputes agree to abide 
by the .decisions. 


Advisory 
opinions, 
handed 


down at the request of U.N. bo- 
dies or groups of countries, arc 


not binding on anyone. 


The court is located in the 


famous Peace Palace, built in 
The Hague by steel magnate 
Andrew Carnegie before World 
War I. it has a permanent staff 
of 30 and its latest annual budg- 
et was |946,000.

British pound sterling. And fi- 
nancial circles here as well as 
abroad wait anxiously to see if 
the Bank of England will prop 
the pound by raising interest 
rates again. 


This would add to America's 


deficit problem by tempting in- 
vestors with idle dollars to ship 
them abroad 
to get higher 


yields than available here. 


The American problem is that

of 
dollars continues 
greater 


then the inflow. Last year the 
oss was $3.3 billion. So far this 
year the deficit is estimated to 
lave been cut to an annual rate 
of around $2 billion. 


In terms of gold this means 


.hat as these surplus dollars pile 
up abroad some of them can be 
turned in to the U.S. Treasury 
for gold, and our reserves drop. 


The latest figures on this offi- 


cial reserve put it at $15.46 bil- 
lion, down only slightly from the 
year ago figure of $15.63 billion. 


The June loss of $70 million 


was in a special exchange sta- 
bilization fund, unreported in 
the official reserve figures. This 
special fund can draw on the of- 
ficial reserve when necessary, 
but its main purpose is to pre- 
vent wide swings either way in 
the value of the dollar in terms 
of other currencies as interna- 
tional 
payments vary 
from 


month to month. 


Gold losses of the fund this 


year have been $56 million in 
January, $22 million in Febru- 
ary, $34 million in May and $70 
million in June. But the fund 
gained by an inflow of $32 mil- 
lion in gold in March and $177 
million in April.
